President's. Report 

1 GREETINGS: Lsubmit this, my annual report, immediately after 
. the last annual conference, I -entered actively into my duties as I saw 
them. I held. all the quarterly con fereree I could and suggest some 
things that I thought would help our conference, to come nearer to her 
goal^.viz., better organized efforts, such as Woman's Missionary Society 
C. E. Socities, New Century Service, Tithing, Better paid pastors, ect! 
In brief , an effort to acquaint the whole church with the whole program 
of 'the church. The resuit has been very gratifying in many places. We 
have insisted on the observance of the special days set apart by the Gen- 
eral Conference for its own interest both, for the educational and financial 
benefits' derived from the observance of these days. As a result, we have 
T aised nearly twice as much money as last 'yesr and jt might have been 
twice what it is if all had of responded as some did^ I have traveled 
about 20.000 miles, held 25 quarterly conferences. I made a trip to Wash- 
ington to attend the Denominational Convention which was a great 
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occasion. I have written about 300 letters in the interest of the 
church work; taught one subject in the Young People's Institute at Kelly- 
Have done quite a bit of visiting in connection with my official work. I 
have conducted five revival meetings with many professions and addi- 
tions to the churches. This has been a very difficult year on account of 
the financial depression, but we have many things to be encouraged over, 
in the work of the church. It has been very delightful to associate with 
the pastors and share with them their efforts in the on going of the- 
Kingdom and our denominational interest. 

We stand at the dawri of a new day in church life. This fact is recog- 
nized in all parts of the country. Every congregation has among it's num- 
bers, college graduates, trained talent, efficient iledership, in the ques- 
tions of domestic life. The great question of today is, what can you do? 
Men must qualify or be left behind; this applies to leadership in the 
church as well as elsewhere. 

Soon after the last Annual Conference, I appointed Mrs. M. E. Perdue 
pastor of the Courtland Church, Queen Circuit and Brother Dick Moore 
to the Knights Bluff, same circuit. In June, I appointed Brother Riley ; 
pastor of the Bela Church, Jena Circuit. In July, I received application 
with recommendations of Brother Grant for reception. I refered his 
papers to the committee on Itenerancy and Orders and recommended 
him for several meetings which were held with very gratifying results. 
At the request of Dr. Straughn to change the date of our Annual Con- 
ference from October 16th to 23rd, I submitted his request' to the Stand- 
ing Committee and the date was changed.' 

We recommend that some effort be made by the Conference to secure 
the cooperation of the pastors in putting on the special day services and 
a better support of the church in general. We recommend that the 
pastors make every effort to have their young people attend the Training 
institute put on by our Educational Board within the bounds of our 
Conference each summer.

An Outline Suggestion For Lavnun's Activity 

1 . The desirability of discovering some agency or activity 
whereby the men of the church may be brought into more 
vital relation and contact with the ; specific interests of the 
local churches and of the Denomination. 

2. Set up a procedure as follows, a rather loose knit meth- 
od and yet effective because of its simplicity, centering re- 
sponsibility in individuals rather than in groups. 
Organization:-- ' 

a. Name ~ Men's Work in the churches. 

b. Officers— A Denominational chairman or president, 
a secretary, a treasurer - all of whom living near each other. 
These officers to be named at the Friday meeting. Afterward 
the officers to be named at the General . Conference wLh va- 
cancies ad interim filled by the Executive Committee. 

c. Annual Conference cooperation,. Delegates to Annual 
Conferences to constitute the lay group through which the 
national officers function. At each Annual Conference the 
laymen to hold a meeting, electing president, secretary, trea- 
surer, who may or may not be delegates at any particular ses- 
sion, Annual Conferences could well afford to devote time to 
the laymen and make more use of their presence. The nation-, 
al officers articulate (how good a word!) through Conference 
lay officers. 

d. The Annual Conference lay officers function through 
the delegates to the local churches; they are the h Dm a 
connecton. 

e. A formula of local activity in the churches will require 
careful thir. king. Various forms would be necessary, from a 
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very loose informal assembling on required occasions of the 
men of the church to a compact organization like a Brother- 
hood, Men's Organized Bible Classes, Religious Educational 
Groups, etc. 

» If the general organization_did nothing more than 

find a method to get down to the churches it could be made 
riiost helpful; all the more so if the local church would organ- 
ize its men. 

3. Some ger.eral problems: -- 

Both the general and annual conference officers must 
be financed. It might be much or little, according to activity,

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BY-LAWS 

Section 1. No delegates shall be entitled to a seat in the 
Annual Conference without proper credentials or other satis- 
factory evidence of his election; and in case of alternate, the 
certificate shall so express it. - 

Section 2. Delegates to the Annual Conference shall be 
elected from the members in good standing and in full mem- 
bership, over the age of fifteen years. In circuits, stations 
and missions, it shall be the duty of the Steward to designate 
the time and place and give notice of election. The elec- 
tion shall be held under the direction of the Stewards; and 
they shall act as judges of the election and cause the same 
to be returned to the Fourth Quarterly Conference, there to 
be compiled and consolidated. The person or persons re- 
ceiving a plurality vote shall be declared duly elected dele- 
gate or delegates and next highest shall be declared alter- 
nate or alternates, and receive certificates accordingly; pro- 
vided that in the case of a tie, members of Quarterly Confer- 
ence, by a majority vote shall decide; and provided further, 
that in case the delegate and alternate elected from any 
work are providentially hindered from attending the Annual 
Conference to which they were elected then the pastor in 
charge shall have the right to appoint a suitable person to 
represent the work in the Conference. That no one, especial- 
ly the men shall be allowed to vote for delegate who does not 
contribute regularly for the support of the pastor and the 
claims of the General and Annua] Conference. 

Section 3. No person shall be elected to orders, except 
they be persons of exceptional moral character, genuine piety, 
respectable attainment and sound in the belief of the funda- 
mental doctrine of Christianity and faithful in the discharge 
of gospel duties. 

Secton 4. No minister in good health shall be left with- 
out ministerial work for more than two years at the end of 
which time he shall resume his itinerateiabors, or be trans- 
ferred to the- unstationed list, and if so transferred shall re- 
ceive a certificate of his standing. This rule shall apply to 
any minister so transferred provided he, at his own request, 
may locate by vote of the conference. 
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Seetion 5. No minister or preacher appointed to a cir- 
cuit, station or mission, shall cease from labors assigned him 
by the stationing authority until his term of service shall have 
expired, except by consent of the President, for reason by him 
deemed expedient. : / ■ -. ■ 

Section 6. The Secretary shall furnish each pastor with 
a condensed blank Pastors report at least ten days prior to 
the opening of each session of the Annual Conference that 
each pastor during the morning of the second day of Con- 
ference hand their reports to the Committee on Pastors Re- 
ports and that as soon as passed upon by committees and 
Conference, said report shall be delivered to Conference Stew- 
ard for his action, then to the Statistical Secretary for final 
disposition. Should any pastor fail to comply with this rule 
for the first offense he shall be reprimanded by the Presi- 
dent and for the second offense shall be located by a majon- 
. ty vote of the Conference. That the Evangelists and Con- 
ference Missionaries read their report to the Conference. We 
recommend that when the President visits a pastoral charge, 
that he first converse freely with the pastor as to the spirit- 
ual and financial condition of the charge and that he insist on 
a strict obedience to the vows made when uniting with the 
church. 

• Section 7. The Board of Stewards of each Charge shall 
soon after the adjournment of the Annual Conference meet 
and in connection with the pastor proportion the assessment 
made by the Fourth Quarterly Conference for the support of 
the pastor. The proportion to be made to each class accord- 
ing to ability and willingness to pay and that the Stewards 
see that the same is paid promptly and in connection with 
Section 7, we recommend that each Stewards keep a non-ef- 
fective roll, noting those that are able and do not contribute 
to the support of the pastor, the president and to the general 
interest of the Church and that the Stewards notify the pas- 
tor of the number of members that do not help support the 

• Church. 

SectionT8. On all subjects involving the financial inter- 
est of the Church no one shall be entitled to vote except those 
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who are eighteen years of age and are contributing members 
in full membership. 

Section 9. Any membertwenty-one years of age and in 
good standing and in full membership for one year is eligible 
to any office in the Church and as a delegate to the Annual 
Conference; provided that where a church;eircuit, station, or 
mission has no member of said age, they may place in office 
in the church or elect as delegate to the Annual Conference 
such as are not twenty-one years of age and' such as have 
not been members one year. 

Section 10. Due notice shall be given previous to any 
action to be taken that involves the financial 1 interest of the 
church. 

Section 11. The term of office of Conference Steward 
shall be one year. " ' 

Section' 12. The Conference Steward shall be required 
to receive and hold all moneys collected for various benevo- 
lent purposes from the different charges, also Conference 
collections. 

Section 13. It shall be the duty of the Conference stew- 
ard to settle all incidental expenses of the Conference out of 
the Conference collections during the session and present 
the remainder to the Conference for disbursement. 

Section 14. He shall pay over to the different boards or 
persons authorized to receive same all money received' for the 
various benevolent purposes taking receipt and at which any 
other business in his hands shall make proper exhibit to the 
Conference during the session at which he was appointed, 
also at the expiration of his term of office. 

Section 15. At the first quarterly Conference of each 
Conference year the pastor shall call attention to the amount 
of the assessment made by the Fourth Quarterly Conference' 
for his support during the year. Immediately after each 
Quarterly Conference the pastor shall call attention of each 
class to the amount of his salary that is unpaid and in case 
the pastor neglects to do this, the Steward will not be held 
responsible if the full amount is not paid. In connection with 
Section 15, we recommend that at the Fourth Quarterly Con- 
ference of each year that a circuit steward be elected whose 
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duty it shall be to collect the general and conference claims 
and forward same as soon as collected to the Conference 
Steward and that the Conference Steward credit same to the 
charge from which it came, and notify the pastor ot the 
amount, received anb how appropriated. And that the pastor 
keep a record of same for his final report. . f 

Section 16 There shall be appointed at each session ot 
the Annual Conference a minister or preacher to preach an 
opening sermon at the sitting of the next annual session. _ 
Section 17 The proceedings of the Annual Conference 
shall be recorded by the Secretary and prope rly ; arrange d 
for printing in the annual minutes for which he shall receive 
reasonable compensation and the minutes shall be signed by 
the President and Secretary. 

Section 18. The Secretary shall take charge of all books 
and journals, records and proceedings of the Conference and 
transmit the same to the Conference at its next session. 

Section 19. The President shall be the stationing au- 
thority of the Conference, calling to his aid as council one 
lavman from each work represented. : 

Section 20. In stationing the ministers and preachers, 
there shall not be given to any one appointment who in the 
opinion of a majority of the members is incompetent for the 
duties thereof, or who they believe will neglect the appoint- 
ments and such ministers and preachers may be transferred 
bv conference to the unstationed list; provided that no min- 
ister or preacher who in the judgment of the conference is in- 
titled to a superannuated relationship shall be transferred. 

Section 21. It will be the duty of the President to see 
that deeds be taken to all the church property belonging to 
t be Methodist Protestant Church in the Louisiana District 
and have same recorded. 

Section 22. That the President, Secretary, Conference 
Steward and Standing District Committee shall be elected at 
3-00 o'clock p.m.'on the first day of each annual session o 
ffiwiK Annual Conferenoe of the Methodist Protestant 

^Section 2a. These by-laws can only be changed .altered 
or amended by giving one day's notice in open £onf^nce of 
such chcnsc, alteration or amendment and it will leqmre a 
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two-thirds vote of the members belonging to that session of 

the conference. 

RULES OF ORDER 

Section 1. The Conference shall be opsned promptly on 
the day and time appointed, the President conducting the de- 
votional services. The roll shall then be called, after which 
the President shall read the annual' report. 

Section 2. During the morning of the second day of Con- 
ference all ministers and preachers under appointment of this 
Conference shall hand their reports to the Cammittee on Pas- 
tors' Report. 

Section 3. On assigning the floor to any member of the 
Conference he shall distinctly announce the member to whom 
it is assigned. 

Section 4. All motions and resolutions shall be written 
if the President and Secretary request. 

Section 5. When a motion is seconded or a resolution in- 
troduced and seconded or a report prese nied and is read by 
'the Secretary or is stated by the President it shall be deemed 
in the possession of the Conferene any time before the amend- 
ment or decision. . 

Section 6. All motions to postpone or lay on the table 
shall be taken without debate. . ... 

Section 7. No new motion or resolution shall be enter- 
tained until the one under consideration has been disposed of 
which may be done by adopting or rejecting, unless one of the 
following motions shall intervene, which are placed namely; 
First, indefinate postponement; second, laying on the table; 
third, referred to a, committee; sixth, amendment, a substitute 

may be amended. 

Section 8. When any member is about to speak in de- 
bate or deliver any matter to the Conference he shall arise 
and- respectfully address the President but shall not proceed 
until recognized by him. 

Section 9. No member shall be interrupteb while speak- 
ing except by the President to call him to order when he de- 
parts from the question or uses personalities or disrespectful 
language; but any member may call the attention of the 
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President to the subjects when he deems a speaker out of or- 
der and any member may explain when he thinks himself 
misrepresented. 

Section 10; When a member wishes to speak on a ques- 
tion of privilege, he shall briefly state the question; but it 
shall not be in order for him to proceed until the President 
shall decide it a privileged question. 

Section 11. No person shall speak more than twice on 
the same question nor more than five minutes at one time, 
without leave of the Conference; nor shall any person speak 
more than once until every member choosing to speak have 
spoken; provided, however, that the mover of a resolution or 
a committee making a report shall in all cases be entitled to 
five minutes to close the debate. 

Section 12. When a motion or resolution shall have been 
voted upon by the Conference it shall be in order for any mem- 
ber who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsidera- 
tion but a motion to reconsider is a non-debatable motion, 
and must be decided without debate. 

Section 13. No person shall absent himself from the 
Conference without leave unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

Section 14. No member shall be allowed to vote on any 
question who is not within the bar when such question is put 
by the President except by leave of the Conference when he 
shall be necessarily absent. 

Section 15. Every member who is in the bar at the time 
the the question is put shall give his vote, unless the Con- 
ference for special reason excuse him. 

Section 16. It shall be in order for any member to call 
for the ayes and nays on any question before the Conference 
and if the call be sustained by one-third of the members pres- 
ent, the vote shall be taken by the ayes and nays. 

Section 17. It shall be in order to move the question be 
taken without further debate on any measure pending before 
the Conference except in cases where character is involved. 

Section 18. A motion to adjourn shall always be in .or- 
der and shall be decided without debate. , 
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Section 19. The President shall appoint the chairmen of 
committees on subjects of general interest and notify each 
chairman of his appointment at least tendays before each ses- 
sion of the Conference. 

Section 20. The committee on examination^ shall be ap- 
pointed one year in advance and meet at next Annual Con- 
ference one day prior to convening of that body and that the 
under-graduates meet said committee for the purpose of be- 
ing examined in their studies. 

Section 21. No minister or preacher who are members 
of this Conference shall intrude themselves on any Station; 
Circuit or Mission without first* receiving an invitation or per- 
mission from the pastor in charge. 
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
